With 506,000 
members under oath to “be ready to 
go and fight the enemies of Christ 
even unto death,” it is said that an 
international interest will be stirred 
in the movement, and 200,000 Knights 
from the United States and Purope 
may Be massed in Macedonia to fight 
with the soldiers of Turkey. 

Among the 20.000 Knights Templars 
in Chicago, the outrages at Beirut and 
Adrianople have revived the spirit that 
led to the formation of the order eight 
centuries ago. ,. 

At the convention at Peoria, leading 
meinbers of the organization diecussed 
seriously the expediency of issuing a 
“all for volunteer regiments to be sent 
to the scene of depredations with the 
result that tonight one of the eleven 
local commanderies will be asked to 
take action.

SOFIA, Sept. 16.—({By Atlantic 
Cable.) Premier Petroff was inter- 
viewed today by the correspondent of 
the Associated Press on the reasons 
which irduced the Bulgarian govern- 
ment to issue yesterday's note to the 

He said: 

“Tt has been from the firat plainiy 
evident that the policy of Turkey was 
to hinder the development of the Bul- 
garian race in Macedonia, which was 
the strongest national element there. 
With this end in view the Turks pro- 
eeeded to devastate the country and 
Kill the Bulgarian Christians, driving 
the survivors into the mountains and 
forests, where they would either perish 
of hunger or go across the Bulgarian 
frontier and become a burden to the 
Buigarian nation. In the meanwhile 
the powers paid not the slightest at- 
tention to the Bulgarian note of June 
29, but rather encouraged the Turks, 
who adopted the most severe measures 
to suppress the outbreak. The Bulga- 
rian government is now compelled to 
protect not only Bulgaria iteelf, but 
also the Bulgarian element in Mace- 
donia. It is further evident that Tur- 
key has directly encouraged the revo- 
lution, as with ten times a8 meny 
guarde on the frontier as Bulgaria em- 
ployed, the Turks never stopped «a 
single revolutionary band nor an indi- 
vidual crossing the frontier. ‘

“Hilmi Pasha, the Vali of Salonica, 
has openly declared that war with Bul- 
geria is the only way of settling the 
Macedonian question. The Constanti- 
nople press, which is under the most 
severe censorship, was recently al- 
lowed to publish the most sensational 
reports, with the object of increasing 
the Mussulmans fanatic hatred of the 
Bulgarian Christians. 

“The latest news from Constantinople 
says the Porte is mobilizing the Mus- 
tahfus, or last line of reserves, in- 
cluding men of about © years of age. 

“Yesterday came a telegram from 
Burgas saying that a company of Turk- 
ish troops, while passing near a fron- 
tier post, was saluted by the Bulga- 
rian guard, but the Turkish officer did 
not acknowledge the salute, turned his 
back, and afterwards remarked to the 
Bulgarien officer in command of the 
post: “When we have finished here we 
will come and see you.” Reports have 
also been received of Turkish troops 
crossing the Bulgarian frontier, carry- 
ing off sheep, and committing other 
dep cda tions.

GETTING CLOSE TO WAR. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED 

SOFIA (Buigaria) Sept. 15.—[By At- 
lantic Cable.) No important step is 
likely to be taken at the present criti- 
cal juncture, pending the return to the 
capital of Prince Ferdinand, and a re- 
ply from the powers or some intimation 
from them in response to Bulgaria's 
note. 

The air here is fliled with rumors of 
mobilization. It is alleged that the first 
three divisions of the army, having 
their centers at Soffa, Phillipopolis and 
Slivnac, have been called out. In of- 
ficial quarters, however, it is declared 
that the only step actually decided 
upon is the summoning to the colors of 
the first three divisions who retired 
from the army during the last three 
years. This will give a force of some 
10,000 men, who will be chiefly employed 
in strengthening the troops along the 
frontier. It is expected that a week 
will suffice to enable the ministry to 
judge of the extent to which the final 
appeal to the powers is likely to prove 
successful. Doubts are expressed in 
diplomatic circles whether the Bul- 
garian note will bring any decisive 
results, but there is every dispost- 
tion to recognize the sincerity 
of the ministry's attitude and its com. 
plete justification for issuing such «a 
document, in view of the immense force 
that Turkey is gathering in threaten- 
ingly close proximity to the Bulgarian 
frontier. 

It is stated that the Porte has pro- 
tested to Austria against Austrian and 
Hungarian firms being allowed to fur- 
nish cartridges to the Bulgarian gov- 
ernment at the present time. It is an- 
nounced that a detachment of Turkish 
troops which went to the Greek mon- 
astery at Barshiani, near Monastir, to 
seek a number of revolutionaries sup- 
posed to be in hiding in the building, 
finding no one there set fire to the 
monastery and killed the servants and 
women. . 

At Konks Kiglavi, near Rosengrad, 
a body of Turkish infantry and cav- 
alry, accompanied by a mountain bat- 
tery, fought a three hours’ engagement 
with insurgents. The Turks had thirty 
killed and many wounded. 


RUSSIA’S POLICY. 


WANTS TO TAKE BULGARIA.

As Mr. Matthews told the 
story to me, he said that he was per- 
fectly well aware that Lincoln's 
proclamation he was released from all 
legal obligations, and that im the eyes 
of nine-tenths of the world he was re- 
leased from all moral obligations to 
pay his former master a single cent of 
the unpaid balance. But he sald that 
he wanted to begin his life of freedom 
with a clean conscience.

Not many generations have passed 
away since princes of royal blood, the 
legitimate rulers of ireland, the 
O' Nellis, O’Donnells, Mores, O' Byrnes 
and hundreds of others, were deprived 
of their birthri¢hts—hunted, harried 
and persecuted even unto death. 

The reader smiles incredulously, per- 
haps derisively, at th: mention of Irish 
princes of the royal blood. «I have here 
before me the genealogy of the Kings 
of Leix, from a date anterior to the 
arrival of the first Saxon “intruder” 
in Ireland, in the reign of Henry II 
(1169.) It was made out from the rec- 
ords in Dublin Castle by William 
Hawkins, Esq... Ulster King of Arms, 
and principa! herald of all Igeland, dur- 
ing the viceroyalty of the first Marquis 
Townshend, 1767-72. It is an original 
document, and there ts a copy of it in 
book form in the office of the present 
Vister King of Arms, Sir Arthur Vic- 
ars, in Dublin Castile. I have aiso be- 
fore me as I write a portrait of the 
last lineal male descendant of the 
kings of Leix, a princely-looking youth 
of almost feminine beauty of featur:, 
who died at an early age in a foreign 
land. I know, moreover, that there 
are many descend4ants of the family on 
the maternal side now living, one at 
least of whom has attained to a poerl- 
tion of great wealth and public dis- 
tinction in the United States of Amer- 
ica.

This year it is estimated that the 
Santa Monica bean section will pro- 
duce from 100,000 to 150,000 sacks. 

For fifteen years the famous Dixie 
Thompson bean ranch In Ventura 
county has been pointed to as the larg- 
est in the world, but word has just 
reached Los Angeles that this noted 
property, since the death of its former 
ownen, has been cut up into smaller 
sections and is now leased to growers 
for the succeeding crop. Until this 
subdivision the Dixie Thompson ranch 
comprised 1500 acres, devoted solely 
to bean culture under one management. 
Now in Santa Monica there its a 1260% 
acre patch of lima beans farmed by 
Willoughby Bros... on the big 3000-acre 
Hamme!-Denker tract. The next larg- 
est bean field is also in Santa Monica, 
comprising 1000 acres, belonging to 
Frank Barnard of Ventura county. 

Furthermore, R. C. Gillis of Los An- 
geles has just leased 2100 acres in the 
Santa Monica bean belt for the crop 
next year. 

BEANS MEAN MONEY. 


- The growing importance of Los An- 
geles county, as well as Orange county, 
for growing beans, is realized by Dut 
few people bereabouts or in the east- 
ern markets.

As to estimates, jet 
me tell you of a little patch of 160 acres 
of blackeyes, which I thought would 
run twelve sacks to the acre, and a 
fellow-worker with me thought would 
run ten sacks. Well, sir, it is running 
thirty-five sacks.
